1 (d) the step of detecting the presence of said control invoking signal; 

2 (e) the step of storing some user data at a computer peripheral in response to 

3 said control invoking signal; 

(f) the step of executing a computer program in response to said control 
invoking signal; 

(g) the step of loading said stored user data after processing data in accordance 
with said executer computer program. 
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
